It 
taught the Chinese of Cajifornia 
to recognize that their native-born 
children have certain inalienable 
rights and that it is .possible to 
gain these rights through legal ac- 
tion rather than by fruitless ap- 
peals to the dubious consciences 
of politicians. 
Tape Vs. Hurley 

By this time there were almost a 
thousand school age Chinese chil- 
dren in the state with about half 
of these in San Francisco. Their 
lack of educational opportunities 
was already becoming a worri- 
some problem，In 1884，Joseph 
Tape sought admission for his 
8-year-old daughter Mamie into 
Spring Valley Public School in 
San Francisco。 As expected，he 
was Tebuffed. But instead of 
accepting his ,defeat passively， 
Tape took the case to courty and 
in the case Mamie Tape vs. Jennie 
M. A. Hurley (principal of the 


.School) the judge ruled that a Chi- 


nese child is entitled to _ enter 3 
pubjlic school as any other child. 

The politicians were now faced 
with a dilemma. If they obeyed 
the court decision and admitted 
the Tape girl it would be against 
their segregationist policy. If they 
dd not they would be liable to 
Prosecution for defiance of the 
court.， However，the court pro- 
vided them with an out when the

decision stated that 这 the conse- 
quences of the law is an evil (i.e. 
the admittance of Chinese) than it 
could be avoided by a change of 
the ljaw itself” 

Immediately Superintendent 
Andrew J. Moulder (the same who 
first enunciated the segregationist 
policies in 1858) asked the legisla- 
ture .for quick Passage of an 
amendment to the state code. He 
wired .assemblyman W. B. May in 
Sacramento: 

“TI fear the decision of the Su- 
preme Court admitting Chinese 
will demoralize our schools. But 
the one Temedy is for the Legisla- 


,ture to declare urgent the passage 


of the bill already introduced by 
you to establish separate 
classes. .. .Without such action 
have every reason to _ believe that 
some of our classes will be inun- 
dated by Mongolians. Trouble will 
follow. . . .”

The Chinese Primary School 

As authorized by the amended 
code,， the.San Francisco Board of 
Education established the Chinese 
Primary school，under the guid- 
ance of Miss Rose Thayer. Among 
the first pupils were Mamie Tape 
and her brother Firank. At first， 
not being sure of the intentions of 
the capricious Board of 了 Educa- 
tion，most of the Chinese kept 
their children away from the 
public school. During its first year 
of operation only 9 Chinese out 
of 561 boys and girls of school 
age jn Chinatown attended the 
school，while 154 were attending 
Private missionary-operated 
schools. 

However attendance gradually 
jincreased as the public school 
铀 adually gained acceptance and 
now 166 were in attendance com- 


pare to 142 in Private schools. ， 


However，at this _ time 50 to 60 
Percent of thbhe Chinese，rmostly 
girls，were still not receiving the 
benefits of an education: 


Segregation 

The Chinese Primary school 
gave young Chinese a chance for 
an English-language _ education. 
But it was inconvenient for those 
living outside the confines of 
Chinatowny, for their childqren had 
to commnute to school every day， 
exposing themselves to the hos- 
tilities of tormenting ruffians and 
delinquents. Moreover，under this 
segregated education systemm，Chi- 
nese could not continue their edu- 
cation beyond the primary grades， 
However,，the Chinese fought con- 
tinuously against this system which 
they felt deprived theiroffspring of 
their equal right to an education. 

In 1902 Dr. Wong Him, anoted

In 1903，a group of Chinese 
merchants petitioned the jegisla- 
ture for an end to segregated 
schools，Ihey argued that exclu- 
sion of their children from the 
schools is not only unjustbut is at 
variance with the .3，Constitu- 
tion. They pointed out that in 
1901 the taxes paidby the Chinese 
entitled them to $28,000 for 
school privileges but only $6900 
was spent on the little Chinese 
school. They asked:“Whbat has be- 
come of the remaining $21,000.” 

The bureaucrats, however,found 
Do reason to heed a people with 
few voters. The color bar remained.

is oound to wondel whether there are any 
other kindqs of Chinese flms、The answer is 
yes. In Taiwan anq in other parts of South- 
east Asia year in andq year out movie Pro- 
ducelrs come up with a _ steady stream of 
nmiusical comedqies，situation comedqies，and 
ghost stories. 

But although the producers are very con- 
cernedq about variety，they do not usually 
woIIY about depth，All these genres，1like 
Sword movies，are aimed at entertainment， 
andq rarely show any kind of originality， 

In Taiwan，、the reason for this is Simple， 
The Taiwan fim industry，third only to 
India and Japan in number of movies pro- 
duced each yealr，is closely Supervised by 
&overniment censorSs. 

The Nationalist Chinese Government still 
considqers itself at war with the People's 
Republic of China. Thus hlms must be bent 
to _ the ultimate purpose of retaking the 
mainland. So the Nationalists have devised 
an elaborate censorship System. They check 
each film once as the Script js being written. 
Since the government indqirectiy owns the 
three largest fhlm companies，this js Very 
easy in most cases，Then the government 
checks each flm a second time at the Cul- 
tural Bureau，a branch of the 了 ducation 
Ministry，before it is released for distribu- 
ticon、， The Cultural Bureau's director，Paul 
Wong. has been heard to say that“no cen- 
SOFship is evel enough.” 


Change in the air 

With a bureaucratic setup like this，it is 
no wonder that Taiwan-made flms rarely 
reach international standards. Nonetheless， 
in the last few years，change has been in 
the ai A more Sophisticated generation 
of flmmakers is emerging. Foremost 
among these is Mou Tun-fei，a young man 
who produced his first flm at the age of 27， 
just two years ago. 


The fm，entitled， “TI Didn't Dare Tell 
区 OUDOF PKan Ken NiChiargs in Chis 
nese，caused 3a sensation at its preview 


showings in the fall of 1969. The story of the 
flm was simple 一 a misunderstanding be- 
tween a gambling，qay-laborer father，and 
a SoOn who was Secretly trying to help him 
Pay back his qebts，The theme 一 flial piety 
一 is strictly Chinese; the setting 一 smoggy， 
downtown Taipei 一 strictly modern. 

After the preview，flm critics compared 
Mou's photogr.phy and lighting to that of 
Ingmar Bergman. They compared:his por- 
trayal of the 12-year-old son to Similar 
portraits by the Italian film director, DiSica. 

Mou managed to prodquce an artistically 
valid flm 1like this by bypassing the frst 
round of government cenSsorship. Instead 
of making his film for a large commercial 
frm，he found private backers，Thus his 
Script never went through the frst cenSsor- 
Ship stage. 

Mou's backers were a group of retired 
Chinese Navy men born on the miainland. 
They wanted to back an independent flm， 
and found Mou to direct it.

Mou andq his backers were upset about 
these criticisms，But they had encountered 
many di 钥 culties shooting the flm，andq were 
determined to get it Shown. So they_ went 
along，removing a sequence here，adqing a 
Scene there， 

But then something happened that no one 
hadq anticipated.， Mou got his _ distribution 
permit、But no local theater Ownels wanted 
to distribute the flm:. 卫 ven the theater Own- 
ers who saw the flm and liked it Saiq it was 
an “art” flm and_ would never sell]，They 
pointed out that few Chinese“intellectuals” 
ever go to movies， A-poorly-attended trial 
run in the Dirovincial city of Changhua 
seemed to confirm: their expectations. The 
flm could not compete with the colorful， 
gloSsy Sword flms， 

Mou was very discouraged by the business 
failure of the flm，particularly since he hadq 
passed what he thought would be the most 
di 值 cujt obstacle 一 the censors. Dressed in a 
threadqbare Sweater and jeans，just like the 
painter he plays in his own flm，Mou ex- 


plained how he felt: 


' 民 don't care about money. Look how T 
dress. But as director I feel responsible for 
the fnancial failure of the flm.” 

A _ second blow came when the fm was 
refusedq an export permit on the grounqs 
that it showed too much poverty，and would 
create the wIong impression abroad about 
Taiwan， Shortly atfter this _ rejection，Mou 
left the island to_ check out an offer he had 
to direct flms for Cathay Studios in Hong 
Kong. 

For a while it looked as it Taiwan had lost 
a_promising young flm director. One who 
Was not Surprised by this was veteran Tai- 
wan movie director Pai Ching-jui，a former 
teacher of Mou. Unlike Mou who has never 
been out of Asia，Pai studqied flmmaking in 
Italy. Pai En to Taiwan in the mid- 


'60's and has made over Seven flms 一 all but 


one financially successful. But the more Suc- 
cessful Pai has become monetarily，the 
more discouraged he has grown artistically. 


“和 The Chinese want movie stars，8glamoul， 
melodrama,”said Pai sadly one afternoon. 
“<Tm famous. TI make money. But Im still 
not satisfed. I don't earn enough money to 
make my own flms, and big producers won t 
back the kind of flm I want to make-” 


Pai's flms could be called “Chinese 了 olly- 
waod.”All are comedy or melodrama. Pal

Darling,”or “Tsai Chien，Alan,” his first 
SuUccesSs at flmmaking. Unfortunate- 
jy， the flm never rises above its hackneyed 

“plot about a restless，Taiwanese teen-ager 
and the girl he has to marry. It simply illus- 
trates how hard it is for a commercial flm- 
maker in Taiwan to do a suddqen about-face， 
and begin producing flms with artistic 
Value.

To _ everyone's Surprise， Mou Tun-fei's 
discouragement did not keep him in Hong 
Kong very long.， He returned to Taiwan 
in the spring of 1970.， But for a while it 
looked as 过 Mou were going to follow Pai 
Ching-jui's footsteps andq go comrmercial. 
He signedq acontract with a local flm com- 
pany to direct a movie entitled “The ERallen 
Woman,”or“Chi Tu Hua Lo Shih.” 

It _ turned out，however，that thlis was 
just a_ stopgap measure. Mou plioduced the 
flm undqel his daughter's name，keeping 
his own involvement very quiet，He was 
waiting for a_ chance to prodquce _ another 
piivately-backed flm of his own. 


@vel a _ year after returning，that oppor- 
tunity apbpealed on the horizon. A_ gloup of 
American-edqucatedq offspiing of Kuoming- 
tang party imembeirs saw Mou's fiirst flm， 
TDiqnt Dare Tell You.”They were so im- 
pressed they decidqeq to back a _ second flm 
of that kindq. Right now Mou is working on 
the Script，The backelrs who have a much 
more progiessive _ attitude towarq the anits 
than their KMT parents，want to provide 
Mou with the same kind of freedqom he had 
in his frst flm，They also want to make 
sure the fm gets distributedq outsiqe 
Taiwan， 


Mou's new backelrs are not woiiied about 
the auqience appeal of the flm,， They feel 
if they can take the new movie on a round of 
inteIinational flm festivals，when they Te- 
turn they will have a_ ready-maqe auqience 
waiting. 


Mou, howevel, qoes not want to dependq on 
jnternational acclaim to attract a Taiwan 
audience，He is much more qdqeeply con- 
cerned about drawing a local auqience 
than he was when he made his first flm. 

“Perhaps if TI hadq made the statement in 
my frst movie in another way，it woulda 
have been more accepbtable,”he muses.
